erpes virus and a double-stranded DNA genome ofirabout 170 Kb, 

wherein genomic DNA from saidisolated human herpes virus hybridizes 
under stringent conditions with nucleic acid o^molecular clone ZVH14 (ATCC 
Accession No. 40,247); and 

further wherein said antibo/v does not specifically bind to an antigenic
